The fact that the origin of this 


mold is not specifically known 
will make no

since cultivation of the original 
samples would furnish sufficient 
"seed" for all purposes. 


This particular mold is an as- 


pergillus, which grows on grains, 
fruits and earth. It is sometimes 
green, 
sometimes black.

are thousands of different strains 
of this mold. 


Third Possible Remedy 


Quite different but 
promising 


substances that curb flu infec- 
tion in laboratory, chicken em- 
bryos were found in apples, citrus 
fruits, flax seed, myrrh and gum 
acacia at the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research. These were 
reported today by Doctors D. W.

For this, State Secretary Mar- 


shall is moving along, planned 
ways, meeting no obstacles from 
Mr. Truman or the Republicans. 
We. will go ahead with Greek-Turk 
aid which may have already stop- 
ped the threatened scope of Com- 
munist guerilla or Balkan aggres- 
sion against Greece this spring, 
or Russian spring action against 
Turkey. Current indications sug- 
gest both Greece and Turkey have 
their situation better in hand as 
a result of the mere prospect of 
aid, before it could become opera- 
tive. Marshall also will move to 
stabilize the occupation of Ger- 
many and Austria on a quasi perm- 
anent basis. It is evident to all, 
the Russians do not want peace 
treaties which would fix. final con- 
clusions upon which Europe could 
be permanently rebuilt. Indeed 
this is more evident than readers 
may have realized. At the 'Mos- 
cow conference the Russians block- 
ed even the offered 25 to 40 year 
peace treaty between the big four

Communism has come 
to oppose the interests of nearly 
all people. Hence in France, the 
Socialists have lately been able to 
ban Communists from their cab- 
inet. As a matter of fact, Com- 
munist leadership has become so 
unpopular that even in the Balkans 
prevailing pro-Russian regimes are 
arresting their political adversaries 
in order to maintain themselves., 


As the Communists continue to 


dash their heads against the rocks 
of public opinion around the world, 
and as Russia does not wish war 
and is not prepared, the situation 
calls for us to stabilize and build 
up our peaceful interests, so her 
waiting game will cause her to 
wait in vain. Her wait for a crisis 
in American production or defeat 
of American trade in Europe may 
be a long one.

Trygve Lie said may come some 
time today, the secretariat was 
composing a "neutral" staff which 
would be ready to leave as soon 
as the inquiry group is organized. 


The secretariat already has pull- 


ed together all basic documents 
the commission will need for its 
study. 


Lie said that because of the im- 


portance of the Palestine problem 
he planned to send one of the 
eight assistant secretaries-general 
as head 
of the 
administrative 


staff. One of Lie's associates said 
he probably would send 
Victor 


Hoo of China, assistant In charge 
of trusteeship, because of China's 
neutral position in the Palestine 
controversy. 


U. S., Russia to Resume
